Dog Officer 
Full-Time 


Position 


A full-time town dog officer 
will be named next Monday night 
by Town Manager Richard J. 
Bowen, subject to approval by the 
board of selectmen. 

The manager will also proceed 
with the construction of a dog 
pound and the purchase of neces- 
sary equipment for the town to 
operate a full-time animal control 
service in Andover. 

Bids were called on the service 
with the deadline being last Friday. 

Two applications were received 
for the position of full-time dog 
officer. 

Also received was one bona fide 
bid for the operation of the animal 
control service on a contractural 
basis. This bid was for $21,500 a 
year, 

Town Manager Bowen said that 
the sum of $23,900 has been 
budgeted for the dog control law 
operation. He pointed out that with 
the erection of the pound and the 
purchase of a truck and other 
equipment this year, the cost of 
the operation in the years ahead 
would be from $10,000 to $11,000 
annually, considerable of a saving 
over the $21,500 a year contrac- 
tural service, 

At a ‘‘workshop” meeting of 
the board of selectmen held Tues- 
day noon in the town hall, the 
manager presented a memoran- 
dum to the board giving a resume 
of what has gone on and what he 
plans in connection with the animal 
control service. The memo 
follows:

Dog Officer as a full time em- 
ployee for the town. One bid was 
received for the contracted service 
in the amount of $21,500. for one 
year by D&F Dog Control Service 
of Andover. Two formal applica- 
tions have been received for the 
position of Dog Officer. Some two 
weeks have gone by since the 
original advertising for the service 
and the position which suggests 
that ample time has been provided 
to receive applications from in- 
terested citizens of the ‘Town. 

‘On the strength of the single 
bid, it appears quite clear that 
it would be less costly for the 
Town of Andover to provide the 
service on a full time basis in- 
cluding the construction of apound 


and the purchase of equipment. 


I would estimate that the annual 
cost to the Town of Andover over 
the next three years would appro- 
ximate $12,000. per year. This 
amortizes the cost of the building 
estimated at $10,000. over a period 
of 10 years and the equipment at 
$3,000. over a period of 3 years. 

*‘It is my intention, therefore, 
to proceed with the hiring of a 
full time Dog Officer as an em- 
ployee of the Town as well as to 
begin the construction of a pound 
and the acquisition of necessary 
equipment. May I have the Board 
of Selectmen’s approval to con- 
struct the pound on town-owned 
land, all lying between Chandler, 
Greenwood and Ledge Roads; that 
is - on the same site occupied 
by the West Andover Fire Station, 
It would be my intention to con- 
struct the building facing Chandler 
Road as near to Ledge Road as 
possible. 

‘It is of the utmost importance 
that the implementation of the vote 
of the town be undertaken as quickly 
as possible in order that the full 
time ‘service become a reality 
within the next month or two.” 


Uniformed Officer 

Under ‘the planned system, the 
dog officer will be in uniform 
and will operate a truck which 
will have clear identification as 
the town’s official animal pick-up 
vehicle. This identification is in- 
tended to offset any possible ‘‘ dog- 
naping’’ operation in the town by 
unlawful operators.

The dog control law adopted at 
the March town meeting to replace 
the leash law in effect since 1968 
provides that any unlicensed dog 
may be’ picked up at anytime by 
the dog officer. Also any dog which 
is found to be a nuisance accord- 
ing to town ordinances may also 
be picked up.

Information

The homemaker has an oppor- 
tunity to make a real contribu- 
tion to family heart health in her 
own kitchen. With this as a daily 
goal, she can rely for help on 
two new publications, approved 
by heart and nutrition experts, 
that place into focus the entire 
matter of eating better to pro- 
tect the heart. 

These are the leaflets, ‘‘The 
Way to a Man’s Heart’, and a 
companion booklet on‘‘Recipes for 
fat-Controlled, Low Cholesterol 
Meals’’. Available from the North- 
east Chapter, Massachusetts Heart 
Association, 4 Haverhill St., they 
are based on the latest scientific 
evidence which indicates, accord- 
ing tothe American Heart Associa- 
tion, that most individuals can 
reduce their risk of heart attack 
by making moderate changes inthe 
normal diet. 

The typical American diet is 
rich with eggs, which are high in 
cholesterol, and meats and dairy 
products which are high in ani- 
mal (saturated) fats, says ‘‘The 
Way to a Man’s Heart’’. These 
foods tend to, raise the level of 
cholesterol in the blood, and con- 
tribute to hardening of the coro- 
nary arteries, which is a fore- 
runner of heart attack. To reduce 
the risk of this form of heart 
disease, the leaflet explains the 
moderate changes needed to adopt 
a meal plan which is low in sat 
urated fat and cholesterol and high 
if polyunsaturates, and which pro- 
vides all the nutrients essential 
to good health. 

The leaflet opens into the form of 
a wall chart measuring 15 by 18 
inches. On one side is informa- 
tion about cholesterol and different 
types of fat in foods, as well as 
questions and answers about diet 
and its effects. The other side 
provides an every-day guide for 
the homemaker, with lists of basic 
food groups from which to plan 
heart-helping meals; recommend- 
ed foods; those which should be 
used sparingly or avoided; and size 
of servings for each food. Des- 
serts, beverages and condiments 
also are covered by the chart. 

The booklet, ‘‘Recipes for Fat- 
Controlled, LowCholester- 
ol Meals’’, is designed to help the 
housewife carry out the new sug- 
gested meal plans. The booklet 
contains definitions, cooking tips, 
and specific recipes for prepara- 
tion of meats, fowl, fish, vege- 
tables, salad dressings and sauces, 
and baked goods and desserts. 
All cooking fats used inthe recipes 
are polyunsaturated vegetable oils. 

Using both publications as her 
guide, the housewife will be able 
to plan and prepare satisfying 
meals for the whole family. In 
doing that, she will be called on 
to make only moderate changes 
in household eating habits. But 
the benefits may be substantial.

Employers Face 
Tax Deadline 


Employers have an important tax 
deadline on April 30, according to 
William E. Williams, District Di- 
rector of Internal Revenue Service 
in Massachusetts. 

This is the last day for report- 
ing and paying both social security 
and withheld income taxes for the 
quarter ending March 31, 1969. 

Employers should report these 
taxes on the IRS preaddressed 
Form 941 mailed them, They have 
until May 10, 1969 to file their 
return provided their quarterly 
tax liability has been fully and 
timely deposited in a Federal Re- 
serve or authorized commercial 
bank, 

If the balance due with the re- 
turn is more than $100, it should 
be deposited in a Federal Reserve 
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Bank or authorized commercial 
banks, using Form 501. Lesser 
amounts can be sent with the re- 
turn, 

The completed Form 941 should 
be mailed to ‘‘Internal Revenue

Planning Time kor Two Schools 


Bancroft and South Schools will 
close at 12:30 p.m. one day each 
week in May and June, the sehool 
committee decided last week, to 
give teachers the planning time for 
individualizing elementary school 
instruction to fit individual stu- 
dents in their individual subject- 
areas. 

Individualizing school instruc- 
tion - the subject of a regional 
conference at Bancroft this week - 
has been voted policy of Andover’s 
school committee for over a year. 
The educational term for this 
‘‘nongraded’’ instructional pro- 
gram in Andover is ‘‘continuous 
progress program.”’ 

Last week the school committee 
heard a progress report on this 
program from Assistant Super- 
intendent Vaughn I. Clapp, the 
man behind elementary school 
curriculum innovation in Andover. 

The program is in use at Ban- 
croft, will begin in South this fall, 
and other elementary schools in 
Andover will follow when their 
preparations reach this point, the 
committee heard, BUT planning 
time must be set aside for the 
teachers involved, to make con- 
tinuous progress programs possi- 


ble, then fruitful. 

Clapp’s star witness was South 
School Principal Walter Perkins, 
who outlined his staff’s prepara- 
tion for continuous progress teach- 
ing, and underlined the need for 
planning time, The committee was 
obviously impressed by Perkins’ 
time-table, and his step-by-step 
analysis of the tasks to be accom- 
plished by his staff: setting up co- 
ordinated courses of study in 
language arts, math and social 
sciences, developing instruments 
for diagnosing and reporting each 
student’s skills and progress, and 
mastering techniques of individu- 
alized instruction. 

Members William A. Doherty 
and William F’. King joined to pass 
Mrs. Virginia Cole’s motion to 
adopt Perkins’ suggestion to pro- 
vide teacher planning time by 
closing school at 12:30 one day each 
week this year at South, which is 
preparing for continuous progress 
and at Bancroft, which is already 
into it. Both administrators felt 
that Bancroft teachers would need 
the planning time fully as much 
as South. The committee was sym- 
pathetic to their urging that teacher 
planning time bé made a regular 


part of the school program by next 
year, by lengthening the school 
day, or other means. 

Chairman Dr. Richard A, Katz, 
who opposed the motion along with 
member Dr. Daniel Frishman, said 
he was in complete sympathy with 
the intent, but favored the Bancroft 
and South school closings only 
every other week, because of the 
timne already lost this year by these 
schools. 

Mrs. Cole, Frishman and King 
evidently agreed that although 
double sessions had meant less 
school time, they had been effec- 
tively used, partly due to the 
unusual planning periods they 
afforded to the staffof both schools. 


And in one of those schools, by 
coincidence, decisions for teacher 
planning time got a boost from a 
high educational source. When 
Massachusetts Commissioner of 
Education Dr. Neil Sullivan wel- 
comed Northeastern Massachu- 
setts school administrators to a 
workshop at Bancroft Tuesday 
morning, he emphasized that 
teachers needed more planning 
time for modern educational pro- 
grams.

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Merrimack College Staffer | 
Sees Educational Crisis | 


Although soaring tuitions have 
failed to deter college enrollments, 
higher education in Massachusetts 
is facing a crisis, Robert F. Hat- 
em, vice president of Development 
at Mbrrimack College told the 
North Andover Lion’s Club last 
night. 

Hatem stressed the need for 
Massachusetts to place more em- 
phasis on assistance to private 
institutions of higher learning. 
These institutions form the single 
greatest resource for economic 
growth, ‘‘Although the Common- 
wealth houses the finest private 
colleges in the world, only token 
attention is given to the rapidly 
developing fiscal crisis for pri- 
vate higher education.’’ 

He said that although education in 
Massachusetts has been assessed 
as the state’s greatest resource for 
economic growth by leading com- 
merce officials, little public at- 
tention is given to the future de- 
velopment of private educational 
facilities. ‘‘The neglect has 
created additional burdens for the 
already overburdened taxpayer 
with children of college age,” 
Hatem added. 

Quoting a report compiled by 
The Association of Independent 
Colleges and Universities in Mass- 
achusetts he offered, ‘‘The cost 
to the Commonwealth for each of 
the students attending state-sup- 
ported institutions is approximate- 
ly $1,085, 

Therefore, just the 48,000 resi- 
dents of Massachusetts who are 
undergraduates at private col- | 
leges and universities in the Com- 
monwealth represent a direct sav- 
int to taxpayers of over $52- 
million annually. 

Today, in both private and public 
institutions educational costs far 
exceed the ability of students to 
pay their own way through tuition 
and fees. In Massachusetts’ private 
sector, the gap between what stu- 
dents pay and actual educational 
costs is being underwritten by the 
$142; 457,452 attracted each year 
from alumni, foundations, friends, 
and business firms, and the in- 
come derived from AICUM insti- 
tutions’ total endowment of over 
one and a quarter billion dollars. 
Yet the growing demand for higher 
education, and the steadily rising 
cost of educating each student, 
make it increasingly difficult for 
the private institutions to carry so 
large a share of the state’s total 
responsibilities. A particularly | 
critical and immediate need is for 
increased state scholarship funds 
for Massachusetts residents.”’ 

This need is emphasized by the

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Editorial Comment 


The Search 


As the selectmen begin their search for a new adminis- 
trator for the community, we would commend to their atten- 
tion the action taken by the City of Portsmouth in its 
efforts to fill the vacant city manager post there. 

The city councillors there culminated their search by 
selecting Andover’s town manager, Richard J. Bowen. Mr. 
Bowen had indicated previously that he would not be a 
candidate for reappointment here, earlier in the year. 

But the councillors in the New Hampshire city were not 
satisfied with just reviewing applications and interview- 
ing candidates. They made an intensive investigation 


before finally narrowing the field of applicants to four 
persons. 


The councillors then formed into subcommittees and 
visited the communities in which the finalists, if that is a 
proper word, were employed, or had been employed. 

Two members of the council visited Andover, talked with 
many individuals. They had been to other areas in which 
Mr. Bowen had been employed. 

The result was that Mr. Bowen was chosen unanimously, 
after all the information had been gathered. 

This bodes well for a community. Any candidate for any 
position would hardly place as reference, some person 
who would not be more than willing to praise his activity 
and ability. 

When muriicipal officials take the time to personally 
visit and talk with people they are bound to come up with 
the administrator they want. 

Personal contact with members of a community can only 
contribute finding the best man for the job. 

We would recommend that the Andover board of select- 
men follow the pattern set by the Portsmouth councillors. 

We realize they are busy men and can not probably de- 
vote as much time to such activity as full time city coun- 
cillors. 

But, we feel, when the ultimate decision is about to be 
made, they could take the time to examine the pulse of 
the community from where Mr. Bowen’s successor will 
come. 

Andover, like many communities, faces a serious finan- 
cial dilemma. The administrator who willlead this com- 
munity in the years ahead must be most capable, and extra 
time taken by the selectmen in his selection, would be 
most beneficial. 


Campus Revolt 


It becomes increasingly evident, that we must give 
serious attention to the continued revolt and unrest on 
college campuses. 

Within the past several days, this unrest has upset one 
of the nation’s most prominent universities — Harvard, in 
nearby Cambridge. 

The revolt by dissident students was supported by other 
college and university students in surrounding campuses. 

That students want to take over universities and run 
them their way is somewhat rather frightening. 

For the most part those in revolt are the long-haired, 
rather dirty members of a new society. 

Frankly, we think they might better be classed as just 
plain lazy. 

In many instances they are unpatriotic, making matters 
worse. 

Some are draft dissenters, which also comes under the 
category of being unpatriotic. 

We commented, editorially, several months ago, on such 
demonstrations in Berkeley, Calif. We also noted that the 
problem had come closer with the take-over of an adminis- 
tration building at Brandeis. 

With the continued uprisings, the foolishness at Harvard 
and other Boston campuses, we must be more than aware 
that the problem is increasing. 

It should serve as sufficient warning to parents and 
administrators, that not only can the problem happen in 
this area, for it already has on more than one occasion. 

Awareness is not enough — preparedness is the key.

natures was filed with the Secre- 
tary of State of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. The total num- 
ber of signatures collected by the 
League in Andover was 1,068. This 
petition calls for an amendment 
to our state constitution which will 
reduce the size of the House of 
Representatives from 240 to 160 
members and eliminate multiple 
member districts. A fifteen mem- 
ber commission would redistrict 
the House into contiguous and com- 
pact districts every ten years. 
The commission would consist of 
five members appointed by the 
Governor, five by the General 
Court and five by the Chief Jus- 
tice of the Superior Court. 

The League believes that. a cut 
in the size of the House would 
greatly increase its efficiency and 
effectiveness. Debates would be 
shorter and more precise; re- 
sponsibility of individual legisla- 
tors would be more clearly de- 
fined. A single legislator’s posi- 
tion would become more important. 
Improved facilities for legislators 
(offices. and secretaries) would 
enable them to meet the needs of 
their constituents more effective- 
ly. We need fewer errand boys 
and more responsible leaders. 

June 5, 1968 saw 85 favorable 
votes from the Senate and House 
for this petition. The 1969-70 ses- 
sion of the Senate and House in 
joint session will debate this bill 
in May. If at least 70 Representa- 
tives and Senators (one-fourth of 
the members of both branches) 
vote ‘‘yes’’? the question will ap-. 
pear on the ballot in the 1970 
state elections. 

This petition is the concern of 
every Massachusetts citizen, and 
the people should be given the 
opportunity to vote on it. By deny- 
ing this right, Speaker of the 
House Bartley is attempting to 
stifle the citizen involvement and 
participation he claims is so im- 
portant.

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Miss Elma Lewis Second 
Speaker In Forum Series 


This week’s Andover Forum 
speaker is Elma Lewis - inter- 
nationally known director, choreo- 
grapher, performer, teacher and 
sponsor of the lively arts in Bos- 
ton. She is the human dynamo 
behind most of Boston’s public 
cultural offerings for its child- 
ren, and founder-director of the 
renowned Elma Lewis School of 
Fine Arts, Elma Lewis Playhouse 
in the Park, and the National 
Center of Afro-American Artists. 

Elma Lewis will speak Sunday 
night at 8 p.m. at the Unitar- 
ian-Universalist Church on Lowell 
St. It will be the second of 
four weekly Forum meetings on 
‘*Urban/Surburban Responsibili- 
ties -- A Two-Way Street.’’ The 
community is invited to attend the 
Forum, which is sponsored by the 
Adult Programs Committee of the 
Church, It is open to all area 
citizens, and tickets may be bought 
at the door for single-night ad- 
mission, or for the rest of the 
series, at a reduced rate.

Harvey Cox open the series on 
Sunday night. The Harvard Divin- 
ity School theologian said the ‘‘cri- 
sis inthe cities’’ was not a separate 
problem, but actually serious local 
wounds symptomatic of the in- 
jured condition of the whole so- 
ciety. 

Cox’s prescriptions were a Mar- 
shall Plan of aid to the cities such 
as that which helped Western Eu- 
rope back on its feet after World 
War II, more community control 
and a sharing of tax burdens by 
residents outside the cities. He 
conceded that prospects for fund- 
ing and implementing a Marshall 
Plan were poor in the political 
present. 

Dr. Cox said his prime qualifi- 
cation for speaking on the city was 
his residence in the inner-city 
Roxbury area of Boston. To those 
who cite the dangers of raising a 
family in the turmoil of the inner 
city he responds that greater dan- 
ger lies in not exposing childrenin 
their formative years to a multi- 
racial, mixed economic social 
community experience.

croft Elementary schoo! design

Dr. B, Frank Brown, of Mel- 
bourne, Florida, who pioneered 
with the first non-graded high 
school in the United States ad- 
dresses the workshop by ‘‘Tela- 
lective’’ today, its final day. 

Other keynote speakers have 
been Dr. Allan A, Glatthorn, prin- 
cipal of Abington, Penna., and 
Miss Joanne Stolte, of Research 
For Better Schools in Phila- 
delphia, Penna., speaking on ‘‘In- 
dividually Prescribed Instruc- 
tinn.”’ 

Workshop sessions have
